The memoirs of Mrs. Hutfon were publlHicd 
fome litde ti fie fince in South Carolina by 
her mournful furvlvor the above mentioned 
Mr, Hutfon^ and from thence have been 
tranfmitted into the hands of a few friends 
of the Editor's in England. 

The accounts of both thefe perfons are 
fuch as, in our opinion, well deferve the pub- 
lick view, and admirably delineate, and may 
therefore powerfully recommend, the true 
manner of life, which is at once thecha- 
racteriftic and the ornament of a chriftian. . 
Bleffcd be iaod that, while fuch multitudes 
of mankind are abandoned to their vices, 
difllpated in vanity and trifling amufemenr, 
or immerfed in the love and purfuit of rich-

are a divine few (may the Lord increafe their 
numbers, and make them a thouTahd times 
more than they are) who, under -a' deep and 
didrcffing fenfe of their guilt '"and pollu- 
tion, have cordially embrac«ed'aff all-fufEci- 
cnc Saviour, and. felt the" influences of re- 
ncwing and fanftifying grace upon- their 
hearts, and thus are enabled to live to the 
Lord, and under the delightful coAftraint of 
omnipotent power and love, prefent thdr 
bcdks and fpirits to bim^ as holy and accept- 
able facrificcs^ and their reafonable fervice *. 

How rational the choice and conduft of 
fuch perfons ! What is a life of fin but a 
life fgbgcft to unknown terror and angiiifh, 
and a life that will furely end at laft in total 
and irretrievable wretchednefs and ruin ! 
What miferable comforters are the bubbles 
of ambition, the dirt of avarice, or the 
vapours of fenfual and forbidden pleafures, 
when the foul, as it (hortly will, is order- 
ed to decamp from earth, and take up 
its final abode in the eyerlafting ftate ! Then 
may the fpirit juftly and bitterly cry out.

But on the other hand, where fouls, under 
the operations of divine grace, choofe the 
infinite and eternal God, as manifefting 
himfelfin the riches of his mercy through 
Jcfus Chrift, for their father and friend, 
their fovereign and portion ; when they take 
up their fupreme delight in him, and are 
ready to obey him either in a courfe of ac- 
tive duty or patient fufFcring ; whcft they 
look not to the things which are feen^ which 
are temporal but to the things which are not 
JeeHj which are eternal \ \ when they are 
breathing after the heavenly country, their 
inheritance and home -, when they can* 
not fpend one day without fomc converfes 
with their God and Saviour, fome holy traf- 
fick with thq world of gtory in a free and 
uninterrupted exchange of prayers hopes 
humiliations confeifions praifes thankfgiv- 
ings on their fide, for thofe incofn parable 
ble(Iing<^» the peace of God which paiRth alt 
undcrftanding, that grace that is fufficieht for 
f 2 Cor. iv.

them, that ftrength which ftiall be perfedted 
in their weakners, and the witnefTings of tkc 
divine fpirit, with their fpirits, that they are 
the children of God ; wherever this is the 
cafe, what a rational and glorious, what a 
ferene and comfortable life do fuch fouls lead 
in the fleffi ? And when they are called hence, 
they leave the (hores of time and launch into 
the infinite abyfs, not as- malefaftors forcibly 
dragged away into bani(hment and flavery^ 
but as the children of God, and the heirs of 
that inheritance of glory and happinefs which is 
incorruptible^ undefiled^ and that fades not away^ 
referved in heaven for them *^ 

Thefe heavenborn minds, as they are thus 
loved of God, and loVers of him, fo, du- 
ring their fojournment in mortal flefli, they 
aire the excellent of the earth. Their faith 
fetches, as it were, a divine fire from heaven 
that enables them to be burning and Jhin- 
ing lights among men, They hold forth the 
word of life to a dark and finful world, as the 
urn holds forth its lamp, or the light-houfe 
its beaming and falutary blaze to the ma- 
riner benighted and bewildered upon the

are the trees of right eoufnefsj the planting of 
she Lardy and in theni he is glorifiei *. Their 
fruits, like thofe of the vine, are acceptable 
to God, and ufcful to man. They that 
dwell under their fhadow enjoy their bleflings. 
^he grace of God in their hearts teaches them 
io deny ungodlinefs and worldly luflsy and to 
Jive foberly^ righteouflyy and godly j in the pre- 

f The reader will here obferve that we have our eye 
upon the , words of the apoflle, Phil. ii. 15. that ye 
may ht hlamekfs and harmUjs, the fons of GoJ^ ^without 
rebuke in the midjl of a erooked and per^verfe nation^ anong 
luhomye Jhtne (orJ/:ineye)as lights in the nvorldy holding 
J^mh the ivord of life. That the apoftle in this expreffion 
refers to light-houfes. placed upon ftiores^ and darting 
their luttre by night over the ocean to diredl mariners 
to their port, is the fentiment of that eminent com- 
mentator Beza, whole words are as follow.

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fentworld^. The facred principles Avithin, 
enlivened by that breath which firft kindled 
them, break forth, and diffufc a luftre over 
their feveral relations ami charaflcrs in life, 
and hence they are good hufbands, wives, 
parents, brethren, fifters, members of church- 
es, fubjects to their princes, and citizens of 
mankind. 

Such do the perfons appear to be whofe 
memoirs, fome golden threads of whofe 
facred mantles are here prefented to the 
public view. And 'tis with pleafure that 
we are now adding their names to that cloud 
of witnefles, that are bidding us lay qfide 
every weighty and the Jin which does fo eajify 
befet uSy and run with patience the race that 
isfet before uSy looking unto Jefus, the author 
andfinijher of our faith *. 

What cenfures the wicked and prophane 
may pafs upon the following fheets we can 
eafily fuppofe •, but let them be advifed to 
confider the end of the converfation of thefe 
chriftians, and go, and do likewife, rather 
than make thefe and fuch like patterns of 
piety, the fubjeft of their fport and derifion^ 
They are, as we have good reafon to con- 
clude, happy with their God and Saviour \n

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a blifsful cteriVity ; and the fhafts of the 
keencft fatirc c^n no more reach them or 
difturb theLf felicity, than a flight of arrows 
ihot upward can wound the meridian fun ; 
but they may turn b^ck with dreadful ruin 
upon the heads of thofe who fcnt them upon 
fuch a malignant errand. 

As for truly pious perfons,.thcy may find, 

if we miftake not, not only entertainment, 

butt under the di-vine bleinng, fplritual pro« 

fit in thcfc papers. As facc'anfwc's.to facc^ 

£o does the cjrpcricncc of one chriftian anf- 

'wcr to another : intcrpofing fcas, diverfity of 

climate and country, and remoteft diftances 

of place in this habitable globe, make no 

<iifFerencc in this refpcd ; and wc may. look 

upon it as no inconfiderabic privilege among 

the many wc enjoy, that we have fo many 

Jives of the true faints and fervants of God, 

in which, though they are dead, yet they are 

ftill fpeaking to. us. * The fcripture, /ay« 

' the excellent Dr. Baies^-f has lighttM up 

« excellent examples of holinefs in the iives 

*• of this faints upon earth, for our dirt^dtion 

* and imitation. There is great advantage 

* by looking on examples : they are more 

* inftrudive than naked precepts, and more 

f Bates on fpiritual perfedlion, p. 5^9. fol. edit. 
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clearly convey the knowledge of our duty ^ 
a work done in our fight by another, dr-* 
refts us better in the pradhce of it, is moriS 
acceptable, and of more powerful cfficac]^ 
to reform us, than counfel and admonirior» 
by words. A reproof, if fpoken with ar^ 
imperious air, wherein vanity has a vifibl^ 
afcendant, is heard with diflaftc, and oftei*- 
with difdain j but an excellent example^ 
is a filent reproof, not directed imme- 
diately to irregular pcrfonrfi but difco- 
vers what ought to be donet and leaves 
the application to themfelves i and the 
impreflion is more qukk and penetrating 
than that of words. In difficult precepts, 
no argument is more efFeftual than exam- 
pies, for the pofTibility of doing them is 
confirmed by inftances in others,, and the 
pretence of imfirmity is taken away. The 
command binds us to our duty, exam- 
ple encourages us to performance. The 
pattern of the angels who are pure 
fpirits, is not fo influential upon us, as 
the pattern of the faints •, that is more 
correfpondent and proportionate to our 
prefent ftate ; as the light of the liars that 
are fo vaftly diftant, is not fo ufeful in 
managing our affairs, as the light of a 

* candle 
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^ candle that is near us. The faints are 

* nearly allied to us they are cloathed with 

* the fame frail garment of flefli, they had 

* Jike palfions,. and were iri the fame con- 

* tagious world, yet they were holy and 

* hea'^enly in their affeftions and aftions. 

* They lived in civil converfation with men, 
^ and fpiritual communion with God. This 

* will take away the pretence of infirmi- 

* ty, for we have the fame word of grace, 

* and fpirit of grace to ftrengthen us/ 
That the fpirit of God may blefs the pub- 

ication of theie memoirs, to the convi6Uon 
and converfion of thofe finners into whofe 
hands they may providentially fall, and to the 
excitation, eflablifhment, and comfort of his 
own people, that fo thefe holy perfons who 
fo much glorified God in life, may glorify 
him Sifter their death, is our fervent prayer, 
as fincere friends, we truft, to the interefts 
of true piety in the world.

Dennis De Berdt^ Merchant in London^ 
relating to the Life and Charafter of Mr. 
Bryan.

C r I ^ H E author of the cnfuing papers was Mr. 

j^ * Hugh Bryariy a gentleman of charafter 

« in civil life, having been honoured with commif- 

* fions both in the magijlracy and mUitiay of this 

* province. He was born in the year 1699, and 

* died the laft day of Deamher^ ^753* *Tis a 

* circumftance I recolledl with pleafure, that he 

* was my particular friend, one with whom I have 
^ taken fweet counfel , and indeed one of the dea- 

B cQcia 
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cons of our church. His manner of life from 
his youth up, you have fome little hints of in the 
letter which gives the account of his converfion. 
Though I have heard him fpeak frequently and 
freely of the divine difpenfations towards him, 
both in a way of providence and grace, yet I 
cannot recollect any material pafi^ges except one, 
which relates to his being taken captive by the 
Indians^ and even of this I am not able to give fuch 
a circumftantial account as I could wifli* The 
truth of the fad I can however aflert, and the 
circumftancesy which perhaps are the mod ma- 
terial, that I can recollect are as follow* . 
* It happened in that Indian war, which broke 
out in the year 17159 and was fo memorable as 
to the events of it, that it ftands for one of the 
grand seras of Carolina^ that he was taken, I 
think, at the beginning of the war, and was 
difpofed of as a flave to one of the party that 
took him by the king of that people to whom 
the party belonged. He was in captivity among 
them in the whole near a year ; during which 
time, the providence of God remarkably ap- 
peared in his favour in feveral inftances. I have 
only two or three in my memory, which may 
ferve as a fpecimen of the reft. His Indian^ 
or rather half Indian mafter, (for he was what 
they call a mixed breed) was killed in an en- 
gagement wfth the white people, by which 
means, though ftill in captivity, he got more 
freedom. The InMan king always ftood his 

* friend 
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'' friend when the Indians under him folicited for 
his death, which was very common for them to 
do, when they heard of any fuccefs of the Caro^ 
linians againft them, and they were particularly 
earned upon the point, when they heard of the 
death of one oi their great men's fons. But the 
' Indan king always interpofed on his behalf, and 
would not fuiFer them to hurt him, out of regard 
to his father, who was a very hcfpitable man^ 
and had been very kind to the Indians \ though 
it is not very common with them to remember 
favours, efpecially in a time of war, and there 
were inftances often in this war, of perfons who 
bad been very kind to them, and yet were ytxy 
cruelly treated by them. A circumftance which 
I the rather ' take notice of to fliow how much 
providence was concerned in his^ prefervation. 
You might be furprized to hear that he met 
with a Bible among the Indians^ yet fo it was ; 
his Indian miftrefs gave him one, and a volume 
of bifbop Beveridgis private thoughts, both which 
the Indians had taken from fome white family 
they had killed. Mr. Bryan endured many hard- 
fhips while among the Indians^ and though his 
good be hi vi our gained him fo much favour, that 
he fared no worfe than their own Indian boys» 
yet you may eafily imagine, that at befl his 
cafe was bad enough. At length, thro* the good 
providence of God, he was brought by them to 
the Spanijh fettlement at St. Augujiine on the 
coaft, and from thence, being releafcd by the

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* Indian king, who had always been fo friendly i9 

* him, he returned again to his own land in peace^ 

* to the great joy of his father, family, and friends ; 

* and here, as he advanced in years, he grew in fa- 

* vour with all who knew him, and at length by his 

* integrity and induftry, attended with the divine 

* bleding, he obtained a good report, and a good 

* fortune ; though the latter afterwards, by a va- 

* riety of loffes and difappointnients, became n^nch 

* encumbered, an event which however might be 

* wifely ordered for his fpiritual good, and was 

* perhaps a mean of fending him the oftner to that 

* fountain from which, as appears by his journal, 

* he frequently received fuch large fupplies of di- 

* vine refrefliment. He was always a friend and a 

* credit to religion, though, as you will find by 

* the firfl: letter which gives an account of his 

* converfion, he built upon a wrong foundation ; 

* the cafe, *tis to be feared, of too many, who^ 

* becaufe they are not here fufFered to run into 

* the fame excefs of riot with others, blefs them- 

* feLes in their hearts, faying, they (hall have peace. 

* Mr. Bryan^ after having been convinced of 

* his dangerous miftake, and brought into the 

* light and liberty of the gofpcl, continued fteadfaft 

* in faith, joyful through hope, and a pattern of 

* hurriility, piety and patience, through the whole 
-f of h's chriftian courfe, till the iiappy time came 
' '.-.hen he exchanged this life for a better. I heard 

* of his illnefs ju(l after my arrival in Cha' les-Tiwn, 

* and 
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^ and got home * time enough to fee him die in 

* peace, and commit bis remains to the duft in 
« hope of a joyful rfefuiTc£lion to eternal life. But, 

* ah ' Sir, to part with fuch friends is very affeS- 

* ing, though I think I never was fo Xenfible of my 
^ lofs in Mr. Bryan^ as (ince I have been looking 
^ over his journal. I think I never before fo well 
< knew the value of my friend, and ah ! how it 

* Ihacnes me to find how far he had got above 

* me. 

* But I mud mention to you how thefe papers 
^ came into my hand. You mud know, Sir, that 
c Mr. Bryan kept no regular diary, but it was hia 
c cuftom when he was in a good frame, now and 
« then to note it down,' which he did fometimes 
^ in his pocket-book, fometimes on a (heet or two 

* of paper^ and at others, if he happened to be 

* abroad, even upon the back of a letter, with a 
^ defign I imagine when he did fo, afterwards to 
' tranfcribe what he writ : but being much hur- 

* ried in his worldly bufinefs, by reafon of his in- 
cumbrances, he had not time, as I fuppofe, for his 

* purpofe, and therefore the col'eflion was cnly 

* made from thefe imperfect originals, at firft by 

* his widow, who, out of regard to his memory, 

* picked them up as fhe found them among his 
papers, and put them together. One day, not 

* long ago, being at Mr Bryan s houfe, I hap- 
^ pened to take them in hand, and upon looking 

• Mr. HutfoH had been a voyage to Great-Britain, 
and was now returned.

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into the contents, I was fo pleafed and refrefhed 
that I determined, with her leave, to get them 
copied out, which accordingly I have done. And 
n -w I fend you my dear friend's pidture, with 
free liberty to (hew it to whom you pleafe, nay, 
to be quite plain, I (hould be glad to have it 
publiflied from the prefs. The view of it has 
done me fo much good that I can't help hoping 
it may be fcrviceable to others alfo.'

j1 letter from Mr, Hugh Bryan to his Si/Ier^ giving 
an account cf his experiences towards God. 

Dear Sifter, 

I Have been too indolent in writing to you to 
keep up that harmony and union which pught 
to be betwixt two who were formed in the fame 
womb, though God knows I love you as a kind 
fifter. The diftant fituations of our dwellings 
makesit difficult to converfe often face to face \ yet 
by letters we might have a correfpondence, and 
now and then entertain each other with the occur- 
rences of life that happen in our way. Nothing in 
this life, except our union with the holy Spirit, can 
give more true delight, than a union and harmony of 
fouls that take fweet counfel together in the things 
of God. I (hall proceed to give you an account 
of my converfion. — For many years, I eagerly 
fought to advance my fortune in wcrldly goods, 
fuppofing it to be confiftent with my duty to God 
and man — firft, to God, in that I fought to him 
daily by prayer, I frequented his ordinances, and 
propofed if 1 (hould acquire an eftate to be liberal to 
the poor. Secondly, to man, I endeavoured to do 
what was juft, (overlooking at the fame time, that 
juflice which was due to my poor flaves, who were 
fpending their firength and lives foi me, and were 
left in their ignorance of the common falvation 
thro* Jcfus Chrift — ) And on confidering my life, 

I 
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I flattered 017 felf that, although I knew my ielf ' 
to be far (hort of loving God with my whole foul 
and ftrength — tho' I was guilty of many fins and 
impcrfeaions 5 tho* I was often led aftray by the 
paffions of my corrupt heart, and the delufive 
temptations of the devil ; yet as I bad a regard to 
God, bis name, bis word, his ordinances, and 
loved thoie who feemed to fear him, I hoped 
he would gracioufly accept the defires of my heart, 
and place all my deficiencies on the all-fufiiciency 
of Jcfus Chrift. — And having often experienced 
the condefcending goodnefs of God, in the anfwer 
of my prayers, I concluded my fiate fafe, and 
counted my felf amongft the true Ifratl of God.*^ 
I confidered not that God required the whole heart, 
and all the faculties and powers of foul und bbdy 
to be devoted to his fervice ; that I muft be re- 
generated and changed, and nnift put oflF the old, 
man, my corrupt, filthy, devililh depraved na- 
ture, with the afieftions and lufts thereof, and put 
on the new man — That I muft be born of the 
fpirit, and changed by the omnipotent power of 
God, from that devilifh bafenefs of fpirit inherent 
in corrupt nature, to a fpirit of love, peace, purity, 
holinefs, to the image of Jefus Chrift, that I mtift 
be united to him by one and the fame fpirit, ani, 
as the branches from the vine, muft receive ftrength 
and nourifhment from him continually to bring 
forth good fruits acceptable to God ] ani that with- 
out this change of heart, this new- birth wrought 
in me, by the power of bis holy Spirit, and this 

union 
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union with Chriftby the fame fpirit, I could clarm 
no part in his atonement for finners, was dead 
in trefpafles and fins, loft and undone, and juflly 
condemned by the law to all the curfes of damna- 
tion. And thus ignorant and blind was I, wiib 
refpefl to our new birth, or manner of acceptance 
thro* Jefus Chrift. I was wandering as in the 
midnight darknefs, until the lad winter it pleafcd 
God toaffiia my wife with a fevere fit of ficknefs, 
who, having had much fuch a faith as my own, 
(but more zeal) when htr life was defpaired of, and 
death feemcd to approach, was ftruck with horror 
and bitter arguifh of foul ; (he could not find the 
leaft comfort for her foul, although her zeal had 
been fuch, as to make it her prafticeto retire feven 
times a day, (as did tht holy David) to pray, and to 
give praifeto God, and although (he fought diligent- 
ly, by attending the ordinances, by failings, and by 
doing good &c. to prepare herfelf for the acceptance 
of God thro* Jefus Chrift. Under this anguifh and 
horror fhe lay fome days, until being brou.ht to fee 
the depravity and bafenefs of her corrupt nature, the 
pollutions of her foul, and the mfufliciency of all her 
religious works and endeavours, and that the fatif- 
fa^iion made by Jefus Chrift, and his rightcoufnefs, 
performed in our ftead, could only be the folc 
caufe of our Juftification, pardon and acceptance, 
and that in him alone was ail h r help, and then 
carting herfelf i ntirely on his all-fufficieixy, the 
light of God's fpirit darted in upon her foul, and 
Ihe brake out into raptures of pr^fe and thankf- 

giving. 
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giving, and fiotn that time had peace . and com- 
furt of foul, and an aflurance of divine favour, 
and lived a life of faith inJefasChrift. On this great 
goodnefs of God to my wife I found my foul much 
moved with love to him, and was enabled to 
pray with fervour of defire, and fo continued for 
fome time after, and refolved on a more ikriSt \ikf 
and more devoted to his fcrvice than formerly ;— I 
began to pray publickly in my family, and was more 
zealous t ) attend all the means of grace ; -*I 
ibught to know the ft ate of my heart, and » con« 
iidering holy Duvid*s watering his couch with his 
tears, I longed to have a due fenfe of my finfulne^, 
and to fee! in fome meafurc the weight of my guih, 
that fo I might loath the oCcaftons thereof, and to 
be more engaged to fear and love God. But I look- 
ed on the late goodnefs to my wife, as a miracu* 
lous difpenfation* — I knew not that fuch glorious 
manifeftations of his fpirit were common to his 
children at their new-birth, in Jefus Chrift, as an 
evidence of his everlafting love; however I was 
convinced that by the righteoufiiefs of Jefus Chrifl* 
pcrfcftly fuljfilling the law of God, by his fa- 
tisfadlion made to expiate our guilt, and by his 
mcdiaticn only poor finners could be accci-ted, 
and not by any works of righteoufnefs done, or 
that could be done by us. No, our carnal nature 
is altogether depraved, full of impurity and fin, 
all our righteoufnefs is as filthy rags, and an 
abomination. Can a cUofi thing come out of an un- 
clean ? faith Job, I knew that in Chrift alone 

were 
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tr righte^ufnefs^ and fan^lficatim^ and rf 
ff ; — I knew that I oiuft repent of my fins, 
: my (elf by a lively faith on the mercies of 
Chrift, jo be jufiified, fan&ified, and faved 
kim \ but yet I continued ignorant of the 
my heart, and of the change which was to 
>ught in my new-birth by the power of 
loly Spirit, yea, I knew not that I was 
ny fins, unconverted, till about Jum laft 
hen being very defirous to hear Mr. Wbitt^ 
carried my wife, and my neice Mrs. B 
A houfe in Georgia. We arrived on Frtdofy 
It evening he expounded on the new birth, 
srted that whofoever was bom of the ipirit, 
ited to Jefus Chrift, would be fenfible of a 
[lange. . This ftruck my heart ; I was cer- 
had never felt any affli&ing forrow for iin, 
could I find any aflurances of a real change 
heart, but the contrary ; — I began to fe«

covetoufnefs, fraud, prophanenefs, &c. which many 
others fell into, had deceived me. — On the other 
hand, the innate pollutions of my foul, as worldly^ 
and fclf-love, applaufe of men, lukewarmnefs of 
ai{e£tions, and ingratitude to God, flothfulnefs in 
his fervice, unprofitable and finful thoughts and 
difcourfe, &c. thefe and many more (ins of the 
like nature, I found had lain under covert in 
the fecret recefics of my foul unobferved^ till now 
on a ftri£l fearch, ailSfted by the light of God's 
fpirit, I difcovered them to my amazement. Hook-- 
ed unto Chrift, but could not apply him to my 
foul ; — I Ciw that I had no help in me, and that 
without his righteoufnefs and atonement applied 
to my foul, I muft be damned. To exped 
thofe benefits of Chrift without an hearty contri- 
tion and feeling fenfe of my guilt, of -my ingrati- 
tude and impeiKiing mi&ry and an abiblute renunci« 
ation of all worldly good, and felf-love, (my darl« 
ing fin) for Chrift's fake, I looked on as prefump- 
tion ; I thought on his faying, that except a 
mon kate father and mother^ end iven his own I'fg 
alfi he cannot be my difcii'le : and Wbofoever loveth 

father 
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father mr naihtr^ or fin or daughter^ more than me, U 
tut worthy of me. I found my heart to continue 
hard as the rock, and knew that it was juft 
that God (hould give me up to a reprobate mind. 
My ingratitude racked my foul ; to flee from his 
jufiice was impoffibie ; to bear it was intollerable* 
I examined again my heart, fearing at lead my 
concern fhould proceed only from a fervile fear of 
punifliment, and finding my heart fincere, (tho* 
too cold and hard,) I appealed to God, beging co 
know yet more of my finful and wretched ftate ; I 
found my felf now willing to have parted with, 
not only of all that I was poflefled of, but ten 
thoufand worlds if in my power, to have purchafed 
an afliirance of God's pardon and favour thro' Chrift, 
tho* to be but the very meaneft of his fervants. 
After fome lime fpent in thefe thoughts and prayers 
I went to bed, with a heavy heart, aod, as I awaked 
in the morning, this text of fcripture was im- 
prefTed on my mind. Hunger and thWJl afur 
righteoufnefs^ and ycu Jhall be filled, I arofe and 
went out to meditate on the text, and to pray^ 
and fpent that day chiefly in devotion, taking fome 
comfort from the text aforefaid, but found my 
heart yet hard'. In the evening I determined, 
with God's permiffion, to feek him the next day 
in the holy facrament of the Lord's fupper, and 
offered my felf to Mr. W , who after exami- 
ning me of my faith, &c. confented. I fpent the 
evening in devotion. The next morning, as I 
awaked^ this text was imprefs'd on my mind,

I aiofe iinmediacely and opened a book» intending 
to walk out, but looking into « it, found at the 
place I had opened, ufeful diredlions for examina- 
tion before the receiving the facrament, and, my 
heart being enlarged with a ray of light, that dart- 
ed into my very foul, I prayed, with my wife and 
yii%, B who was alfo to communicate, over 

the commandments, and went to the holy facra- 
ment, in which I received further illuminations 
and affurance of God's favour to my foul. Since • 
that time the afFeflions of my foul arc changed ; 
I delight no more in worldly goods, but in a life 
of faith in Jefus Chnft> my folejoy and comfort 
are centered in him, who out of the riches ^of 
his fulnefs ftrengthens my foul with the grace of 
his holy fpirit, and I can't reft under the hidings 
of his face, until he reftores the comfort of his 
love. I yet learn more and more the wretched

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and deiith^ Iffc. yet at times I am tranfported with 

raptures of joy from the rays of divine light and 

love darted into \ny foul, which fill my mouth 

with thanks and fongs of praife. Indeed the good- 

nefs of my God te my foul is beyond expreffion ; 

none can knovi^ it but thofe who have felt it; it is 

a heaven begun upon earth. By faith I have it in 

a kind of pofleffion, and can fay with St. Pau/y 

he>icefortb is laid up for me a crown of righteoufnejs* 

And with Jcb^ my redeemer liveth whom I Jhall fei 

for my felf l^c. And I rejoice in hope \ being fully 

afTured that he is faithful who hath promifed, and 

that, tho* I am as an unwholcfomc vapour, as the 

ftcnch of a loathfom carcafe by reafon of the 

pollution of my depraved nature remaining in 

me, yet in Chrift I have a compleat righteoufnefs .

enables me to cry Abba father : Not from ar,y 

works of righteoufnefs xvhich I have done^ or can ^;, 

but according to his mercy hefaved me^ by the w^Jhing 

of regeneration^ and the renewing of the Holy Ghofi^ 

which he hath (hed on me. TiV. iii. 5, 6. By his 

free grace and favour he hath faved me thro* falth^ 

and that not of my felf it is the free gift of God.

Inftead of delighting 
in worldly -goods, we fhall delight henceforth in do- 
ing the will of God, and fpeaking of his wondr- 
ous goodnefs, efpccialty of what he has done for 
our fouls. The fpirit of Chrift dwelleth in us, 
except wc arc reprobates, and it powerfully quick- 

ens 
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ens and excites us to thofe things which arc ac- 
ceptable to him, therefore by this you may 
prove your felf: but firft fearch the holy fcriptures^ 
and fee whether thofe things are fo or not. Deaf 
Sifter, I have no thought that you are regardlcfs of 
God, and the wdfarc of your foul, but my fear 
is left you (hould reft your felf, in the fame 
nuinner as I did, and be deceived in the true 
fiate and condition of your foul, as I wai. Since 
I wrote the above, I have been in a low weak 
condition of body which yet continues, and find* 
ing that fitting to write hurts me, I delay'd copying 
over fair what I had wrote to fend you, but not find- 
ing as yet any likelihood of health foon, I was not 
willing to delay any longer^ left it might not be 
in my power to write. I am entirely refigned to 
the will of God, and defire that he might difpofe 
^ me to his own glory. That his bleffing may 
reft on you and your family, that he may give you 
the earneft of his ble&d fpirit, an afTurance of his 
favour here, and eternal comfort in Jefus Chrift^ 
when time fiiall be no more, is the prayer of

Dear Sifter, 

I Am forry I had fo little dlfcourfe with you con* 
ceroing your better part, when you was here 
with me laft ; being very defirous to know, if it has 
pieafed God to blefs your frequent ficknefles laft 
winter to you. As for me I have learned by happy 
experience that it ' was good for me that I have 
been afflided, and muft own that I had wrong 
notions of religion 'till lately. Had any one 
told me before that illnefs, that we were to be 
born again of God, and feel the power of God in 
our hearts^ convincing us that we were the children 
of God, and making fo intire a change in us, as to 
make us new creatures, and to be fo entirely altered, 
not only in our outward anions, but in our 
thoughts, words, and defires, as to endeavour to 
make them all tend to God's gbry, or elfe, that 
we were not in a jdate of falvation, I fliould have 
thought it very flrange, and what could not be 
true ; but I am now as much convinced of it» as 
that I am now writing. Indeed we may feel the fpirit 
of God in our hearts, and be as fure of it, as that 
we feel any thing we have in our hands. Be not 
furprifcJ that I tell you fo, for I have experienced 
ic For ever be adored my great and good God 
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for making me a partaker of his rich and free grace 
in Jeftis Chrift, me who was fo unworthy ! You 
know what an outward profeffion I made of reli- 
gion, and I thought I was fincere, I not only made it 
my endeavour to be conftant at church and facra- 
ments, and in performing my morning and evening 
devotions, but endeavoured to follow David's r\x\t, 
fiven times a day to retire to pray, and to praife 
God, and I kept drift fails, and yet was a ftranger 
to true piety ; I built on a wrong foundation, and no 
wonder that the building fell, for as foon as I was (b 
ill as to be given over, and death looked me in the 
face, I was fo far from having an v comfortable 
hopes, that I was felzed with great fear, and found 
all that I had done would avail nothing in order 
to my juftification, and fo was forced out of my 
felf to rely entirely on Chrift, and beged of God 
to have mercy on me, for his fake alone, and 
that I might be found in hiniy mt having my own 
righteoufwfsj lut that which is hy faith of JefuS 
Chriji. And one morning, as I looked up to him 
in prayer, he darted, as it were, a ray of light and 
joy into my foul, which aiFeded me in fuch a 
manner as words cannot exprefs. He gave me as 
great an affurance that my prayers were heard^ and 
that he had forgiven me, as if an angel had been 
fent to tell me of it, and likewife that I ihould re-- 
cover, tho' it was months before I did. Once 
after that, I thought I was a dying, being taken 
with a great difficulty in breathing, and I felt 
a little damp on my fpirits, even then after my 

aflu- 
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aflimnce^ tbo^ I can never fuffidentl^ Ue& Crod for 
letting roe know the difference of dying v^itb com- 
fortable hopes, and being In great doubts ; for words 
cannot exprefs the fear and aftonifliment which ftix/t 
a foul in the immediate views of death when it is 
doubtful what will become of it to all eternity. — 
To think you ar« a going to a place from whence 
you can never return, and yet not to know certainly 
what that place may be, only that it muft be a place 
4>f the greateft happinefs or mifery, is iiirprizingly 
fliocking ! — And now let me acquaint you, why I 
had no benefit under thofe means of grace which I 
mentioned as formerly obferved by ine. It wis 
owing to a falfe notion I had, which I learnt from 
the books I had read, and the dodrines I had heard 
preach'd by our clergy, that our works were a means 
of our juftification, and that Chrift*s merits were to 
make up the deficiencies of them. That we were 
to be faved by faith aione^ without any regard to 
works paft, prefent, or to come, was what I never 
heard any of our clergy preach. I believed the 
Scripture, and that there was fuch an one as our 
Saviour, who was both God and man, and that 
he dyed, and rofe again, and that there was none 
other name given under heaven, whereby we 
might be faved, but thro* hirti, but I was fo far 
from having a living faith in Chrift, that I knew 
not what it was. The firil thing that I would 
have you to do, dear SiOci , for I believe you are a6 
ignorant of that faith as I was, is to go to God as 
a poorfinner, to beg falvation of him as his free gift, 
3 and 
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and earneftly pray to him to give you a living faith, 
whereby Chrift*s rigliteoufnefs may be apply 'd to 
your heart ; for, if you have a true faith, it will 
work by love j you'll find it exciting and enabling 
you ta do every good word and uork, you'll do 
good works then from a right principle, not with 
a view of juftifying your felf, but purely out of 
love and gratitude. I beg you would not reft 
your felf fatisfy'd in your prefent condition, becaufe 
you have fome reafon to think your felf better than 
fome you are acquainted with, but intreat that you 
would cry earneflly to God night and day, to give 
you a living faith. Never be eafy or think your 
felf in the way of falvation 'till you find or feel fi>me* 
thing in your foul, like what I've expreft'd ; for it 
would be as wife for you to go to deep when your 
houfe is on fire over your bead, as to be eafy in an 
unregenerate ftate, and in fuch a date .you muft be, 
'till you find as intire a change in your heart, as if 
you was become another perfon. I hope it has 
pleafed God to blefs the reading of thofe books to 
you, which you took home with you ; and muft beg 
of you to read your bible with more diligence and 
attention then ever ; never let a day pafs without 
reading fome part of it, and when ever you go to 
read, beg earneflly of God to enlighten your un- 
derflanding, and blefs your reading to you ; ex- 
amine your heart by what you read, and whep 
you have done, beg to God to make you both wil- 
ling and able to do as you are commanded. One 
thtng I muft not omit, which was of great benefit 

tQ 
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to me, which was the reading of Mr. Wbue/UW% 
fermonf, where I met with things fo much like 
what pafs'd in my own foul, that it gave me 
A great opinion of the author, for I thought it was 
impoffible he (hould treat of thofe things as 
he does, if he had not experienced them, and 
that in a more extraordinary manner then I had : I 
<hink there was a particular providence in fending 
thofe fermons to me, when 1 flood fo much in 
need of inflrufiion, and was prepared to receive it. 
If you have not read his Sermcmy I beg you will 
get them, and likew ife his Jourr.ah, from which 
I alfo received great advantage. Fvc now laid by 
all plays and romances, and fuch like entertain- 
ments, and defire to know no other diveriion|but th;lt 
of doing good. You may judge by this letter that 
there is fome change wrought in me, though I own 
with (hame it is the firft letter I've wrote on this 
fubjeft to you ; tho* the difference of our age might 
have made you expeS letters of advice before now 
from me, which I hope you will forgive, for I will 
flow endeavour to give you the beft I can, according 
to my poor capacity, and will pray that God will 
blefs my advice to you ; tho* I confefs I am unfit to 
teach, becaufe I am but beginning to learn what it is 
to be a chrifiian, but I truft tliat a$ God has given me 
a hearty defire to know and do his will, fo he will 
give me grace faithfully to perform the f4me, which 
that he may do for us both, is the prayer of.

Dear Child, 

C)n(ldcring the continual fcene of vanities be- 
fore you in that town where you are, which 
pa& under the names of neatnefs, and innocent 
diverGons, and amufements, I (hall not be fur« 
prized to hear that my lad was a 'difagreeable let- 
ler, injoyning unneceffary reftraints, and laying 
you under an obligation to be. lingular, and con* 
fequently to be pointed at, and perhaps ridiculed ; 
but, my Dear, let fuch thoughts put you upon feek- 
irig to God for his diredions for that tru^ wifdom 
by which only you may underhand his will. God 
will give liberally, (fee Janus i, ver. 5.) if we 
feek with honeft and holy intentions to promote his 
glory, in devoting our lives to his fervice, which 
only is the true end of our being. Pray to God 
for the light of his Spirit to fearch the fcripturef^ 

(the 
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(the light of your own reafon can never under-* 
ftand them eflFedttally,} and, after you have prayed 
and read, fpend fome time in meditating on what 
you have read, refolving by God's affiftance to 
pradice what you fhall find to be your duty how 
difficult foever it may feem. If you have doubts, 
open your mind to your aunt or your uncle, or 
write to me for advice : you muft not be afham'd 
to let me know your doubts or ignorance of any 
thing that concerns your foulfs happinefs, or your 
condudi in life. The foul that fecks happinefs 
muft be open, and willing to receive reproof, as 
well as inftrudion ; remember and bear conftantly 
in* mind, that in your baptifmal vow, you have 
abfolutely renounced all the vanities of this world, 
and that every fuperfluous thing is a vanity which 
jou are to fhun. AH difcourfe which has no 
tendency to your own good, or to the good of 
others, is idle, unprofitable, and finful, and your 
anions are to be governed by the fame rule j there- 
fore when you find in you an inclination to any 
vanities, lift up your prayer to God for ftrength 
to enable you, and refolve immediately to turn 
your heart to fome objcft, or fubjed that may 
be agreeable to .his will. Confider the thoughts 
of your heart, efpecially the firft motions of your 
foul every morning, whether they are raifed with 
love and thankfullnefs to God for his goodnefs, or 
running after other objeds 5 if the latter, then im- 
mediately throw them oiF, as proceeding from the 
cfU one, and as tokens of the ill fiate, and finful 

dif- 
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difcafc of your own foul, and pray heartily for the 
love of God to be implanted in your foul, and for 
his fanflifying grace and holy fpirit to purify and 
clcanfe all its aflSefiions. Thefe firft fprings of 
thought from the foul in a morning are a true in- 
dex of the afFedlion or ftate of the foul, for a 
good tree dcth not bring forth evil fruit Sy neither do'b 
a corrupt tree bring forth gcod fruits ^ and the fame 
fountain doth not fend forth bitter waters and fweet : 
as the fruit is, fo is the tree, and as the ftreams» 
fo is the fountain ; an unregenerate wicked foul will 
be continually fending forth wicked, impure, earth. 
ly, light, empty, vain, trifling and unholy thoughts, 
and every foul that is regenerated and fan£lifyed by 
the Spirit of God will breathe forth in holy praifes 
and devout afFefiions its ardours and ftrong de- 
fires to him, fecking with longings and fervency 
after further and ftronger communications of the 
fame Spirit to mould it into love and obedience to 
his will, that his name may be glorified by all 
Us faculties and powers. At lead fuch a foul 
will grieve and mourn when fuch a frame of fpirit 
is wanting. And now, my Dear, can it be a re- 
firaint on a foul thus difpofed, to refrain vain fongs, 
dancings, and fine drefs, or light and unprofitabk 
difcourfe and diverfions ?

concurring in the work of our redemption, giving 
the knowledge of fm by his holy law, and of 
the way for pardon and falvation, in his holy 
gofpel. Our gracious redeemer therein holding 
fbrth the tenders of his love and pardon to all that 
will come to him to b^ faved. I have not now 
time to enlarge on the condefcending goodnefs of 
God to us ; I can only fay it is infinite \ and could 
we love him with a feraphtck love, and praife his 
ho}y name with the tongue of angels to all eter- 
nity, it would be infinitely fhort of his iuper- 
abounding love to us in Jefus Chrift. My Dear, 
be diligent in the uf<f of means ; read your Bible, 
not in a flight or fupe^ficiat manner, bur with 
a heart feeking to God ta reveal the truth and 
light thereof to your foul. Read alfo WhitefieUP^ 
and Jllein's works, and books of that nature ; 
look not upon them as too ftridt, for if you do, 
and content your felf with a Tefs degree of holinefs 
than they require, as confident with fcripture, 
you'll find your felf deceived, when probably it 
will be too late. The foul that is truly converted 
flrives to be holy as God is holy, and to abound 
in the fruits of the Spirit : thro' the midaken no- 
tions of religion, the true ways of God feem to 
the unregenerate and carnal world, as rigours and 
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fevcritics, heavy burthens grievous to be born, ani 
inconfiftent with his goodnefs ; they know not 
they are fick, their palates are vitiated,, their eyes 
and underftandings blinded thro' the malignant 
dtfeafc of their fouls, and therefore they conclude 
the mott favory meat to be naufeous, or at beft 
infipid. But the foul that is made whole by 
the fanflifying virtues of the blood of Chrift 
has quite a different taile, it favours the things of 
God, its greatetl care is to be found in his likenefs, 
imitating the holinefs and love of the bleffcd Jefus, 
and wou'd, if poflible, be filled with a feraphick 
love to the author of its being; it rejoices in the 
communications of his grace and holy Spirit to 
animate and firengthen it to do his will, and if 
at any time it finds a coldnefs or lukewarm'nefs 
towards him, it is reftlefs and difconfolate, feek- 
ing with the utmoft importunity the quickning 
rays of bis Spirit to kindle up the fparks of its 
aSe^ion to flame out towards him ^ it will admit of 
no rival to take poiTcflion in his room, its thirftings 
are only for the liying.God„ to haveconftant com- 
munion and fellowfhip with his Spirit, thereby 
to advance his glory,, and folace it felf in his love ; 
it looks on the ornaments of drefs and fafhion as 
delufive toys that enfnare the foul, and on the gay* 
cty and mirth of this world, as the produft of de- 
prav'd minds, intirely ignorant of the true joys 
of religion. The (but that has taffed of the hea- 
venly gift,loaths thefe bufks, as only fit for fwine. 
So divine and weighty, and of fuch infiniie con- 
cern to ds, are thefe fubjcfts I write ©f, and fo 
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precious an immortal foul, efpecially to me, one 
that is fo nearly allied ^nd even linked and rivetted 
in mine as yours is, that I know not when to 
«nd my perfwafions. O that the great God may 
imprefi thefe things on your foul with power, 
and direft you with his truths ! — I fuppofe, before 
this, you muft have heard of your Mammals dcsah ; 
my lofs in her is great ; fhe was my fmcere friend, 
and faithful monitor; her converfation was fa- 
vory and inftrudling, flowing from a heart dili- 
gently attentive to underftand the fear of God and 
love of truth : her end was glorious, being fiird 
with a divine love, and a ftrong faith ; I repine 
not, neither do I grieve, becaufe God did graci- 
oufly incline his ear, and anfwer'd our poor un* 
worthy prayers for her in the agonies of death ; 
he fucnifhed her lamp with frefh oyl, and took her 
away rejoycing in his falvation. O that God may 
enable us fo to live, that we may dU the death 
of the righteous, and that our latter end may be 
like hers !

Dear Sir, 

INcIofed is a letter, which if put into our 
fFeekly Gazette might probably have £bme good 
cfFe£^. Our God has fuflFer^ long with us, and 
I fear left the late fire may be followed with more 
fevere ftrokes of his difpleafure. Certainly we 
fland in need of having our hearts humbled by 
fcourgings, fince the fatherly difpenfatidns of di* 
vine bounty and favour have only been abufed to 
fecurity. — Surely never could there be more need 
for mourners in Zion than at this day among us, 
becaufe that light is come into the world, and 
men choofe darknefs rather than light, and have 
trampled on the blood of the everlafiing covenant, 
defpifing the riches of God's free grace in Jefus 
Chrifty whom they fet at nought, and even among 
thofe who profcfs to love Chrift, and bow before 
him as his people, too many do in works deny 
him refting in the outfide (hell of religion : they 
referve their hearts (tho* the only acceptable fa- 
crifice in his fight} for the joys and vanities of 
worldy good, and the Tervice of his enemy the 
devil.

have not that fignification in them which they 
plainly import, O deluded fouls ! has he told 
us that thro* much tribulation we mufl enter into the 
hngdom of heaven^ and ihall we feek that heavenly 
inheritance in the ways of worldly indulgences and 
cafe ? Did he with patience and humility go the 
thorny way, by reproaches, mocl^ings, fcourgings, 
buflFettings, and exquifite fuiFerings ; why then 
ihould we exped to follow him on beds of down f 
Can we give him all the aiFe£lions of our fouls, 
heartily defiring that his will may be done 
in and by us, in all things that may advance his 
glory and intcreft, whether by our poverty, re- 
E 2 proaches.

J letter from Mr. Hugh Bryan to bis Sifter. 

Jan. 22d. 1 740- 1 i 
Dear Sifter, 

I Rejoiced the laft Summer to hear that God had 
fiird you with his love, and that you had de- 
voted yourfclf to be a follower of our Lord Jefus 
Chrift. His condefcentionsto us are infinite, and the 
returns of love that we poor duft can make, could 
we fpend an eternity in devoting all the faculties and 
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powers of our fouls and bodies to Jo his will, anJ . 
fetting forth his glory and praife, all would be 
too mean, too unworthy to be mentioned as any 
rccompenfe for his favours. How highly does he 
honour us, in calling us out of darknefs into his 
marvellous light, from the flaveryof fm and death 
to liberty and eternal life, from being children of 
the devil to be his children, and heirs of eternal 
glory, whilft many others, perhaps our fuperiours 
in both natural, and acquired accomplifliments of 
body and mind, as to temporals, are left flill in 
their ftate of nature, in blindnefs and darknefs of 
heart. Ignorant of the power of converting grace, 
and of the fweetnefs of the communications of di- 
vine love in their fouls, having no aflurance of 
God's cverlafting and unchangeable love to them 
thro' Chrift Jefus. Indeed, dear Sifter, we are highly 
obliged above the carnal world ; and our dear Lord 
faith of him to whom much is g^ven, that of him 
Jhall mmb be reguired : the fins, of God's children 
flab him to the very heart, in that they bring 
contempt on his holy ways, and occafion hrs ene- 
mies to blafpheme and to triumph in their rcbel- 
Tion againft him. This confideration (hould make 
us careful to walk circumfpeflly, and fill us with 
an. holy zeal for God, to employ all our ftrength 
of "Soul and Body fo as may promote his glory 
and intereft j this and nothing lefs can be agree- 
able to his commandment of loving him with all 
iurjbt^^l^y ondviiihall iur Jlrength^ and nothing

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fliort of this loyc can be acceptable to him. The 
heart that is divided in its affections can have 
no true peace, no communion or fellowfhip with 
the holy Jefus, and if we have tafted that he is 
gracious, and felt his love in our fouls, and now 
find that he is withdrawn, and that a cloud over- 
fpreads our hearts, I believe we (hall find, on a 
tkn&, fearch into them, that we are fallen from 
our fteadfallnefs, that we have admitted fome rival 
of his into our fouls, and provokM him to with- 
draw from us. I know this is not always the 
cafe in times of defertion ; fometimes he with- 
draws, to ihew us our weaknefs, and to humble 
us, but I think that you will find by a &n€t ob- 
iervation of the difpofitions of your heart in the 
general, that fin is commonly the caufe of God's 
hiding his face, and leaving us under darknefs 
and trouble, therefore under defertion we ought 
to fearch our hearts diligently, and to be earned 
with God to ihew us our hidden fins, to afiift 
us to fee and know ourfelves, even as he know» 
us, and to cleanfe our hearts from whatfoever is 
offenfive to his will, and never let us take any reft 
in our felves, under the hidings of his face, but 
feek him with reftlefs and earneft defires, un* 
til we find the confolation of his holy Spirit re- 
turn into our fouls ; let us never have the leaft 
confidence in our own firength, but always re- 
member St, Peter's denial of his Lord, and fear 
left, whiljl we think we Jiand^ we Jhould be left 
UfdU Let us walk clofely with God, committing. 

ouc 
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our felves intirely to his care, and let us not fear 
the frowns even of our beft friends, acxording to 
the fle(b, when his honour and our fouls welfare 
are concerned. Remember our Lord's faying, hi 
that dinieth me bejon min^ him will I alfo det^ 
before my Father and the holy angels^ And again. 
He that lovetb Father or Mother more than me, 
is not worthy of me .• therefore, my dear Sifter, if 
you fhould meet with oppofition from your friends, 
according to the fleih, account it a trial of your 
faith arid fteadftiftnefs in Chrift; behave to fuch 
friends with all meeknefs and gcndenefs of Spirit, 
but be refolute and fteadfaft for the caufc of Chrift, 
and confent not on any confideration to betray or 
deny him, by doing or confenting to any thing 
inconfiftent with his holinefs and dignity, but 
feek to him immediately for fuccour and diredion,< 
and to ftrengthen your faith in him. It was want of 
faith which made St. Peter deny Chrift. Our 
chriftian life in the fcripture is compared to a 
warfare ; St. Paul advifes, that we Jbould fight the 
good fight of faithj thatfo we may lay bold on eter-- 
nal life ; and our blefied Saviour tells us, that thro* 
much tribulation we muft enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. He hlmfelf was made perfe^ thro* fiif- 
feringiy and bore not only the curfe of God due 
for our fins, but alfo the contradiiflon of fmners^ 
the fpightful malicious ufage of thofe very wretches 
whofe fouls he came to favo from damnation, and 
for whom he prayed. Father forgive them, for they 
know not what they do. Let bis example teach 

us 
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US not only to fuffer patiently for his fake, but to 

pity and pray with true compafGon cf foul for 
the eternal welfare of our perfecutors. Exceeding 
great and precious are the promifes of God to his 
fervants, and we know that he is faithful, and will 
never fail, nor foifake his children, that all things 
ihall certainly wort together for their gcody and that 
for his own name fake, he will keep them by his power 
thro* faith unto falvationy — What Jhall harm youy 
(faiih theapoftlc Peter) if you are followers of that 
which is gocd*F And again, it is faid, Tou Jhall reap 
if you faint not f: therefore again I repeat it, let us 
walk clofe with God, and let us not be afhaoied 
to conftfs a crucified Chrift, and that not only 
with our lips, but in our lives, by devoting all 
the faculties and powers of our fouls and bo- 
dies to his fervice. Let it be our conftant em« 
ploymcnt to confider his divine excellencies, and 
his infinite love to wretched bewildered man, and 
to our felvcs in particular. Let us duly examine 
and try our fclves whether our evidences from 
heaven are fure or not ; whether the life which 
we now live, is by faith in the Son of God ; 
whether his Spirit dwells in us, witneflSng with 
our fpirits that we are his, one with him, as he 
and the Father are one.

O that I could be made 
holy as thou my God art holy ! O that thou would'fl 
purge out my corruptions, and refine my gold from 
drofs, tho' it be by the fire of afflidion, by po- 
verty, nakednefs, (hame and contempt, and m^ike 
me holy. O wafh me in the fountain of thy blood> 
dear Jefus, and take away my fin ; inftamp thine 
image on my heart, and rai'e its afFeflions to thy 
felf, and give me a place at thy feet for ever. 
O how precious art thou my God to my foul ! 
How defirable is thy love ? O who (hall not fear 
thee, thou king of faints ? Who (hall not love thee, 
thou perfection of goodnefs and beauty ?

This I find the hardeft part of 
chridianity. 'Tis pride, that great and dangerous 
fin, that flicks clofeft to me. I cannot yet think 
of appearing mean and contemptible in the eyes 
of the world, &c.

HAVING laid before the public the diaries and 
letters of the above mentioned excellent 
perfons, the editors think it not improper, as they 
have introduced them with a preface, to clofe them 
with the following obfervations, which they efteem 
neceflary and ufeful, and a fuitable appendix to 
the preceding memoirs.

II. The perfons, whofe memoirs are here pub- 
li£hed, imbibed a powerful fenfe and favour of 
the dodrines of the gofpel, efpc^cially fuch as re<* 
late to the guilt and pollution of fin, the atone* 
ment and righteoufnofs of Jefus Chrift for our 
juftificaiion, the influences of the fpirit in con. 
veriion, fanftificatbn, and fpiritual peace and joy, 
together with the great articles of the final judg- 
ment, the refurreSion of the body, and the ever- 
lading ftates both of happinefs and mifery.

hly before G$d*^ to glorify Mm in liCcj and pafy 
thro' the valley of the Ihadow of death it feif not 
only without amazement and terror, but even 
with a chearful confidence, and the opening dawo 
of the heavenly glory in d^ir hearts. Such pioiM 
lives and fuch happy deaths under the efficacy of 
thefe principles may tend to confirm our faith^

(as the fame doftrines at the fame time appear 
with fuch clear and full evidence from the fcripture) 
that they are the very truths of God, and therefore 
the influences of them are not to be flighted, and 
much jefs contemned and ridiculed as the dreams 
of fanaticifm, or the reveries of a melancholy 
mind, and a difordered, and deluded imagination. 

III. Though it may be obferved from the ac- 
counts that thofe holy perfons give of themfelves, 
that they had moft elevated and fublime tranfports, 
yet let it be remarked that at other feafons 
they bewailed the inconflancy and diftraflion of 
their minds in fpiritual duties, and their coldnefs 
and indifference, their duUncfs and ftupidity to- 
wards God, and that fometimes they appear almofl 
dcferted and forfaken of him, and left to combat 
with great darknefs, and deep and heavy dejec« 
tion and forrow. This viciffitude of experience 
wc would the rather have regarded, that no poor 
fainting feeble minded chriftians may be difcouragc J 
though for a time they may be forcly harralTed 
with doubts and fears, and may be lamenting 
after a departed God, remembring that other 
faints have had their gloomy as well as lu« 
cid feafons, and that clouds and darknefs are 
what other chriftians have experienced, to whom 
God has afterwards revealed the wonders of his 
love, and vouchfafed his ftrong confolations, 
even joys unfpeakable and full of glory f . A veiling

dou^, or even a long wintcr^s night, are no t^ 
guments of an extinguifhed or unreturning ftifl, 
or the (igns of an ever-curing darknels. 

IV. Should any chrifiians upon reading the tri- 
umphs and extafics of thefe holy perfons at fome 
felons, be apt to conclude that they them- 
felves are not the children of God, becaufe they 
have never felt fuch high or fuch frequent eleva- 
tions and raptures, let them remember that God is 
a great fovereign, that he grants his confolations 
in what meafures and at what times he pleafes, 
and that it is not the tranfport of joy, but the 
ready determined and obedient fpirit, which is the 
cleareft and ftrongeft evidence of a real renova- 
tion, and an intereft in the fpecial favour of hea- 
ven, and that (tho* all chrifiians could wifh that 
their pafEons were, like the unconfuming fire in 
the tabernacle of old, perpetually afcending to God 
in a blaze of devotion,) there may be much ho- 
linefs in that heart, where there may be no high 
degrees of fenfible comfort, as iron may be mod 
intenfely hot without the eruption of a flame or 
fpark from the burning mafs. May we but find our 
hearts full of pure purpofes for the glory of God, 
full of zeal for holincfs, full of refolute determi- 
nation to maintain the war againft (in and Satan, 
and this as our fober, cool, and deliberate choice 
in dependance upon divine grace, we have cer- 
tainly the utmoft warrant to conclude that we are ^ 
true chrifiians, though we (hould have little or 
no fenfible exultation and joy ^ but at the fame 

timt 



Aofi we (hall always defire that the facifed elevation 
of our paffions towards God may be fuperadded 
to the right direftion and determination of our 
wills, ever efteeming it by no means unworthy 
either of the man or the chriftian to own our af- 
fe(3ions kindled into a powerful flame under the 
fenfe of the love of God in Chrift, and the 
opening appropriating profped of the promifed ap« 
proaching eternal glory.

V. But though we would by no means have 
chriftians apprehend that the great touchftone of 
piety lies in the fenfible emotions of the afFe(S);ions» 
,yet we cannot but apprehend from the word of 
God that if perfons were more like the pious ex- 
amples here fet before their view, /. e, that if they 
more diligently watched their own fpirits, that if 
they more flridly guarded againft the appearances 
of evil, and cruflbed the firft embryos of iniquityi 
that if they lived more in holy and habitual con- 
verfe and meditatbn upon God and Chrift, the 
word of grace, and the promifes of glory, and if 
they were more careful, upon the leaft commiflion 
of fin, or the leaft inclination to it, to apply to 
the throne of grace thro' Jefus Chrrft in the 
frefb exercifes of repentance and faitb^ for im- 
mediate 
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mediate pardon and immediate help againfi Iheir 
remainders of corruption; we cannot but ap- 
prehend that in this way, chriftians would more 
frequently experience the fenfible and fuller joys 
of religion, and a richer communication of the ear- 
ners and firft-fruits of the fpirit, than they have 
as yet found. * G$d is a fun andjbteld ; the Lord 
will give grace and glory : no good thing will hi 
witbold from them that walk uprightly. A..d f the 
work if righttoufnefs fhall he peace, and the effe& 
of righteoujnefs quiet r.efs and ajfurance for ever, 
"X He that hath my commandments, fays our Lord, and 
keeps them J he it is that loves me ; and ke that loves 
meyjhallbe loved of my father, and I will Iwe him, 
and will manifejl my felf to him. § Having therefore 
thefe promijesy the promifesthat God would dwell in 
us, and walk in us, lit us cleanfe our febves ftom all 
filthtnefs of thepjh andfpirit^ perfc^ing holinefs in 
she fear of God. 

VI. And laftly, we cannot help adding one 
more obfervation, namely, that the perfons, to 
whomthefe diaries and letten belong, appear to be 
exceeding quick and fufceptive as to the leaft at* 
tack of temptation, or the leaft eruption or moti- 
on of fm. What othecs would call no fln, or a 
very fmall one, they felt, they lamented as a horrid 
crime, (and what is it lefs in the fight of an in- 
finitely holy God?) and thofc failings, which

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pafs off without any notice, vifere to them like the 
punfture of a thorn or needle upon the apple of 
the eye. .Such were the high conceptions and cx- 
quifitefenfations as to fin and holinefs which pof- 
fefled their fouls. Hereby we may difcover the grand 
fecret of an cminency in piety and goodnefs. Low 
apprehenfions and faint fenfibilities of holinefs and 
fm will produce no very illuftrious examples of god* 
linefs. But when we have flrong ideas of the de- 
formities and horrors of iniquity, and of confe* 
<^ucnce as powerful fentiments of the beauty and 
blefiednefs of obedience, and thefe accompanied 
with tender and lively feelings correfpondent to our 
ideas ; then it is that we fee the way opened for 
the attainment of the loftieft pitches of praftical 
piety ;- and we are formed into the fame mind with 
the glorious apoftle St. Paul^ ♦ IVho^ forgetting thi 
things that we' e hehi^d^ and reaching forth unto thofe 
things that were hfore^ prejfed toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in ChriJI J ejus. 
He that (hoots at a ftar, though he will not reach 
it, yet will flioot much higher than the man who 
only levelled his arrow at the clod under his feet. 
How much the careful obfervation of what pafle& 
within us, the frequent examination of ourfelves by 
the divine word, and a daily regifter of the pofture 
and frame of Our fpirits towards God, may conduce 
to the keeping alive a due fight and fenfe of the

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vilenefs of fin, and the excellency of holincfs, may 
not be readily conceived by fuch ^ have made lit- 
tle or no experiments of this nature. But let us be 
allowed to recommend this excellent way which our 
pious forefathers purfued, and in which the perfons, 
whofe tranfaftions of this kind we have now pub- 
liflied, experienced it may be both unfpeakable 
pleafure and advantage in their Chriftian progrefs. 
Thefe obfervations we have judged proper to an- 
nex to the preceding Memoirs; and at the fame 
time cannot help remarking how correfpondent the 
the experiences, which the foregoing flieets contain, 
are to the experiences of the people of God record- 
ed in fcripture, and efpecially to thofe in the Pfalms: 
and we fcruple not to fay, that if to be humbled for 
fm, and deeply to refent and bewail it ; if to fly to 
the covenant- love and mercy of God in Chrift Je- 
fus for pardon ; if to rely upon and plead the influ- 
ences of the blefled fpirit for growing holinefs and 
preparation for heaven ; that if frequently to wait 
upon God in the duties of his worfhip, public and 
private; that if to infpeft our own hearts and lives, 
and often call ourfelves to the tribunal of confci- 
ence, and examine whether our work? are wrought 
in God; that if to ftir up ourfelves to lay hold 
upon God, to delight ourfelves in him, to triumph 
in the Redeemer's righteoufnefs and^race; and that 
if to obey the Almighty as our fovereign, and to 
enjoy him as our portion ; we fcruple not to fay, 
that if thefe, or any fuch like exercifes of foul, be

termed legality, or enthufiafm, or by any other re- 
proachful name, we truft we (hall, notwithftanding
